The other day the quiet and 
peaceful strand of Trouville was sud- 
denly thrown into a stato of excitement 
by a party of young men who, heated 
by a good luncheon after a pleasure 
sail in a Russian galley, could not re- 
press their patriotism, and cried, 
''Vive Napoleon! Abas Theirs! " This, 
seeming trivial incident, which would 
in all probability have passed unno- 
ticed in any other country, occasioned 
a commotion difficult for Englishmen 
to understand. Out of his mind for 
joy, an eager newspapercorrespomlent 
telegraphed to his journal the news of 
the insult to M. Theirs, dressing it up 
in the most attractive custom. M. 
Theirs himself hastened to inform his 
Minister of Foreign Affairs; and a like 
servico was performed in respect of 
. the llussian ambassador. All France 
was a tiptoe. What was to bo done? 
What terrible European complications 
were to follow ? "La Temps" mado 
of this trilling incident the subject of 
a solomn lecture upon the ill conse- 
quences of the system of newspaper 
correspondence engrafted on France 
during tho late war by English and 
American journalism. It will take 
some time for France to accustom 
herself to a free press and the new 
state of things so suddenly thrust upon 
her. The meeting of the three Era. 
perors tended to disconcert France 
for the moment; nor does she appear to 
feel quite satisfied that all is right, al- 
! though assured by the Czar that the 
meeting boded no harm to her. Let 
France relinquish thoughts of revenge 
and devote herself to the pursuits of 
4 peace and reform, and she will thus 
best attain a position in which she may 
maintain and enforce her just rights 
against all coiners. 

Tlie Summing Up. 

The result of the late elections still 
forms the subject of disputation in the 
Canadian press. As the reader is al- 
ready aware, the Government section 
of the press claims a majority ranging 
in the neighborhood of fifty; and so far 
as wo have been enabled to judge, the 
claim seems to bo not ill founded. The 
Gfits, on tho other hand, pretend to 
have a majority; but the pretension ap- 
pears to be put forward rather with a 
view to casing off defeat than from any 
consciousness of having gained a vic- 
tory. Dealing' with the results, our 
Halifax namesake says: "The Oppo- 
sition journals are still counting and 
cooking, still endeavoring to make a 
majority out of a minority — still per- 
verting facts, and twisting ropes of 
Band with tho hope of binding victory 
to their shattered old car. What avails 
all this brag and nonsense? An in- 
telligent community cannot be im- 
posed upon by s^uff about Mr. Macken- 
zie's impending Premiership, and 
Blake's past and future superhuman 
statesmanship. Wo have the history 
of the past live years 'O illustrate 
probable future

Victoria, Oct. 4th, 1872. 

Editor British Colonist: — My atton 
tion has boon culled to an editorial on tho 
above; nnd it is only by way of shifting 
tho burden onto the right shoulders, vido, 
my own, that I notieo it; as I have charge 
of tho works, which are executed under 
my direction. 

The cell partitions aro not frail, bur of 
double boards grooved and tnnguod, very 
securely nailed. Tho ventilation is not 
yet complete. "Tho dark room 9x12' 
does not serve all tho purposes of tho Su- 
perintendent, &c, but two others with it, 
do. The Superintendent's office is not a 
passago four foot wide, common to sane 
and insane, as tho hittor hnvo not access 
to it. 

But tho now building, lfix30 and 10 ft 
high, besides ofliees, woodsheds and lava 
tories, drug presses, ifco,, doublo water 
service to baths, of which there are 2, and 2 
shower baths, a tank to hold 000 gallons 
of water, and 087 feet of boarded and bat 
toned fence 10 ft. high, onelosing ly, nercB 
with division-feneo botwoen the airing 
grounds, besides renovating tho old 
building, raising tho latter on new foun- 
dations, cutting out windows and build 
ing partitions, etc., have boon done for 
under $2,100, and I venturo to sny that 
no cheaper work, consistently with effici- 
ency could bo executed.

[We cheerfully accord the architect tho 
benefit of his explanation. Yet wo must 
bo permitted to make a few remarks there- 
on. Some of the coll walls are of single 
boards and are very frail. Ventilation is 
certainly not yet complete; and is not 
likely to be. If the sole pnssage to tho 
kitchen and tho dispensary can bo regard- 
ed as rooms for the use of officers, attend- 
ants and cook, we must admit that they 
have more rooms than ono. Looking to 
the security, capasity, convenience, com- 
fort, as well as tho hygienic properties of 
tho establishment, we see nothing what- 
ever to retract or modify in our previous 
remarks.— Ed. J

Eastern States. 

Atlanta, Oct. 2. — Returns from 21 
counties give Smith, Domocratie nominee 
for Governor, 10,000 majority, and if the 
same proportion holds in others, the ma- 
jority will bo over 40,000. 

Savannah, Oct 2. — Tho 'Morning News' 
will publish the returns of 33 eouuties all 
of which will give a Dem. majority. Re- 
turns from all parts of the State show a 
large gain over 1808. Smith is olected by 
nearly 50,000 majority. Tho election has 
been one of the most peaceful over 
held in Georgia. 

Macon, Oct. '2.— A serious riot occurred 
at tho polls this morning, between the 
whites and blacks. It commonced with 
with fisticuff fights which developed into 
a fierce encounter with brickbats and pis- 
tols. In the course of a few seconds 
about 50 shots were fired, by which ono 
white man was killed and 5 or negroes 
wounded, two of whom have since died. 
The affair lasted but a few minutes when 
the negroes left the polls. The white men 
claim the affair was premeditated on the 
part of the negroes and it was their inten- 
tion to take forcible possession of the 
polls, and that they originated tho dis- 
turbance with this object. Tho negroes 
however claim they were driven from the 
polls by violence and could get no chance 
to vote. They wero addressed by the 
Mayor who guaranteed them protection, 
but with few exceptions thoy refusod to 
vote and went home.

12.000 men, women and children left the 
city on Sunday for French territory. The 
trains on the railways leading into Franco" 
are crowded and insufficient to convey all 
who desire to go to Franco. The French 
journals of to-day say emigration is 
enormous. 

Paris, Oct, 8— Tho StrasbUrg "Ga- 
zette" says 500 Alsatians are now serving 
as soldiers in German garrisons, of whom 
125 nre volunteers. The latter will be 
liable to military duty for only a year. 

It is rumored that President Thiers in- 
tends, at the next Bession of the Assembly, 
to urge definite establishment by procla- 
mation of a permanent republic based on 
strictly constitutional principles.
